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/.>4 W PROFESSOR SUES STUDENTS

Law professor, Lawrence 
Southwind, is suing a group of 
his students for allegedly im- 
pugning his character and jeo- 
pardizing his professional ca- 
reer. The case arises from 
course evaluations indicating 
that Southwind is a capable 
professor, and from a Law 
School Students' Council mo- 
tion strongly recommending 
Southwind for tenure. 

"This positive response from 
the students is going to kill any 
chance of advancement I've got 
at this university", Southwind 
said. "Everybody knows that 
student input is bad news when 
it comes to promotions and 
tenure. The committees eu-e all 
run by faculty, who think that 
anything the students say is 
bound to be wrong." 

Specifically, Southwind is 
suing the Law Students' Coim- 
cil over a note sent to Senate 
recommending Southwind for 
tenure In a wnt filed with 



Supreme Coiu-t, Southwind par- 
ticularly took issue with the 
term "obvious commtmication 
ability", as being prejudicial to 
his interests. "Professors don't 
communicate with students," 
Southwind explained, "it means 
the students don't have to work 
as hard." 

The course evaluations were 
also outlined as being an issue in 
the writ. Southwind said that he 
got nothing but top grades in 
the course evaluation and that, 
as liis course is required for a 
law school degree, it is safe to 
assume everyone on the Law 
Students' Council was involved 
with the positive assessment. 

Southwind is seeking a large 
monetary settlement in his court 
action, as well as his court costs. 
An out-of-court setdement is 
being considered, however. Ap- 
parently, Southwind will drop 
his case if the students retract 
their positive assessments and 
provide some amount of finan- 
cial compensation 



Law Student Council presi- 
dent, Ramsey Shantz, said that 
the defendents could live with 
most of the terms of the 
out-of-court settlement, but re- 
fused to withdraw the statement 
"obvious communication abi- 
lity". "Southwind specializes in 
legal terminology," Shantz no- 
ted, "so obviously communica- 
tion is a real asset to his 
teaching. Jargon makes up a 
major portion of legal educa- 
tion, as it does for most 
professional programmes, and 
, Southwind makes it all seem so 
easy and straightforward." 
Future Practice 
Law School Director, John 
Belter, said that though there 
were certain unfortunate as- 
pects to having a professor sue 
his students, the experience still 
might be good for the students 
involved. "Where better to gain 
familiarity with the legal system 
than by participating directly in 
a legal action?" he queried.

make use of real-life situa- 
tions," he added. "If a law 
school can't use the case 
method, who can?

Belter said this was probably a 
good thing as it would cut down 
Southwind's costs. "It will also 
be advantageous for the stu- 
dents as they'll gain first-hand 
experience with the enormous 
financial difficulties created by 
legal action. They'll be able to 
pa.ss that tradition on to their 
future clients." .

was explained to them that this 
was the only way they were 
going to get out of Iran," he 
said at a press conference.

He also noted that the 
financial burden presented by 
the case wbiild prevent most of 
the defendentS; from pursuing 
their careers. "What^ future 
clients?", he asked. "We have a 
hard enough timejjaying tuition 
fees. Who's going to have 
money left to defend themselves 
in court? We don't have the 
financial resources a professor 
has to go to court." 

Southwind, however, is not 
entirely happy with having to 
act as his own solicitor.

Minister Announces 
End of Government 
Aid to Universities 



[TORONTO - MUG] Ontario 
Education Minister Batty Ste- 
venson announced that the 
Ontario government was ending 
its financial support for the 
province's post-secondary in- 
stitutions. "It's about time that 
our educators got out of the 
public feed-bag and stood on 
their own two feet, like the rest 
of the private sector," she told a 
press conference last Thursday. 

Stevenson said that colleges 
and universities would have to 
fund themselves through re- 
search grants and tuition fees. 
She claimed that there is a great 
financial future in research for 
universities. "Just because 
branch plants have preferred to . 
do their research in their base 
countries in the past doesn't 
mean they'll continue to do so 
in the future," she said. 

She noted that the Ontario 
government is preparing a spe- 
cial diplomatic mission to ap-- 
proach major multinationals to 
ask them whether they might 
. like to consider thinking about 
maybe investing a little money 
perhaps on doing some research 
in Ontario educational institu- 
tions, if it doesn't present too 
great an inconvenience, okay? 
Bill Beagle, a one-time Tory 
campaign manager, has been 
appointed sub-deputy-assistant 
, to the deputy-sub-assistant to 
the assistant deputy minister 
and will head up the delegation. 

Although the grant section 
of OSAP has been cancelled. 



Stevenson also announced that 
the Ontario government is 
prepared to provide unlimited 
loans to students who want to 
pay the seven thousand dollar a 
year tuition fees. The loans will 
bear an interest rate of 19.5% 
per annum, or 2% above the 
prime lending rate (whichever is 
greater), from the date that the 
loan is issued. 

Stevenson said that having 
graduating students in thrall to 
the government for an average 
of 42 years would not be a bad 
thing. "We Tories believe that 
we are the right party to rule the 
province; you can't blame a 
politician for self-esteem," she 
said. "So our loan policy will 
help make sure that our correct 
policies are always followed. If 
we don't start winning that 
campus vote, we'll lock the little 
:r.onsters up for debt, and bury 
the key." 

The policy of "privatizing" 
former public institutions is 
called "bricking" after a similar 
experiment in British Columbia. 
There, universities and hospitals 
had their entrances "bricked" 
up after that province's health 
and education systems col- 
lapsed. 

Batty Stevenson denied that 
the Ontario government would 
be aimouncing a similar ter- 
mination of funding for hos- 
pitals at a press conference 
called for next Tuesday. "We'll 
be making that announcement 
next Thursday," she snapped.

Book Review: THE PROFIT I 




Kehlog.Albran's The Profit 
is something of an underground 
classic. Clearly it represents the 
finer points of a great, intellec- 
tual pronouncement upon the 
state of our world. Just as' 
clearly, no one has ever heard of 
it. 

Altogether, Albran wrote 
eighteen books (all in the year 
1947 - to hell with John Belushi) 
and all are as obscure as The 
Profit. Some are not obtainable 
at all: notably the companion 
classics The Toad and The 
Virgin Toad. But, back to the 
book itself. 

The Profit is a collection of 
Albian's words of wisdom on 
some fifty varying topics. They 
are succinctly stated, and are 
presented in the manner of 



question and answer sessions 
with his followers. There are 
also several pronouncements: 
these are invariably short and 
are offered obviously because' 
Albran's audience had not the 
wit to ask for such information. 

Consider the sheer amount 
of knowledge open to a man 
who could say, with absolute 
surety and absolutely without 
embarrassment, "No man ever 
drowned in the Sahara. Except 
Arthur W. Balzak, D.D.S." (p. 
34). 

His worldly knowledge ex- 
tended even into movieland, 
where his wit as a critic is no 
more readily seen than in the 
following statement: "Beware 
of a fork in the road or a knife 
in the water, or for that matter

Still, The Profit is notable 
for its longer pronouncements 
upon the everyday mysteries of 
life which plague us all. In these 
Albran shows compassion for 
people and a knowledge of the 
economic chains which bind 
them. Consider: 

A well dressed woman in her 
middle years, wearing a beige 
tailored suit, said: speak to us 
of Carpeting. 

And he answered: 
Shag is best. 
It doesn't show the dirt. 
Of course, any deep pile 
wool will last practically for- 
ever. 

Wool wears like iron. 
Not that some of the synthe- 
tics aren't good values, too. 

It's really what you like that 
counts. 

It's a matter of taste and 
what you can afford to pay. 
(p. 62) 

The key to Albran's The 
Profit, however, lies in the 
reader's ability to decipher what 
the cover blurb calls "twelve 
mystical, hard-to-understand 
drawings". The greatest of 
these (all by Albran himselO 
depicts a nude trapeze artist 
svinnging upside down over a 
body of water on which rests a 
barking bird. I suggest that, if 
you can't understand that draw- 
ing (hint: the nudity of the 
figure is only a result of 
Albran's inability to draw cloth- 
ing), then the book will mean 
little to you. 

For the intellectuals among 
you, however, The Profit by 
Kehlog Albran (Price/Stern/ 
Sloan Publishers, Inc., Los 
Angeles, $2.50.) is a book to 
treasure. After all, from no one 
but Kehlog Albran could any- 
. one learn this: "The greatest 
actor in the world is the male 
Euphinian termite. Next comes 
Victor Mature."

claims that no other lawyer will 
act on his behalf.

"We'll be instituting 
an insurance programme that 
will be paid for with the rent, 
along with the cable television 
charges," she said.

U. of S. looking for 
newborn infants 



Director of Services, Juliet 
Bertolucci, yestertiay revealed 
that the administration has 
coiiie up with a way to defray 
the deficit in the University 
College/single Students Resi- 
dence. Parts of the complex are 
now to be rented to the federal 
government' for use as a penal 
institution. 

"The government has had 
trouble housing sex offenders, 
mass murderers and other pri- 
soners who aren't accepted by 
the rest of the inmate popula- 
tion," Bertolucci said. "We've 
offered our facilities to help fill 
that gap. Because the govern- 
ment spends so much housing 
convicts as it is, we anticipate a 
tidy surplus as a result of the 
venture." 

The inmates will be inter- 
spersed among the regular 
residents on the floors and 
sections of the residence as part 
of a new rehabilitation pro- 
gramme now being instituted by 
the government. The theory 
holds that if the country's more 
bizarre criminals have a chance 
to mingle with a "normal" 
segment of the population, 
some niore acceptable attitudes 
might rub off on the inmates. 

Bertolucci said that students 
should be eager' to taike part in 
this new form of restitution. 
She also pointed out that the

who recently took over the 
University of Sudbury from its 
previous founders, is canvassing 
the campus for newborn in- 
fants. "We'd like to use them 
for a special service on Wals- 
purgisnacht," said Society Ab- 
bott, Father 'Viola.

Lautentiari 'University has 
been'awarded a. $104,875 con- 
tract by the Royal Commission 
on the Northern Environment 
to investigate the possibilities 
for new mining activity in 
Ontario north of the SOth 
parallel. Supervising the re- 
search project is Dr. O. T. 
Djamgouz of the School of 
Engineering. Principal re- 
searchers are Dr. Anis Farah of 
the School of Engineering, and 
Dr. Hans Strauss from the 
Department of Economics, with 
Professor R. V. Segsworth from 
Ihe Department of Political 
Science acting as project coor- 
dinator. 

The study involves the exa-' 



minatlon and the integration of 
"several facton which' affect the 
.potential for mining develop- 
ment north of 50 degrees (N). In 
the flrsf phase, the project will 
identify probably world market 
demand and alternative supply 
for a number of base and 
precious metals, as well as 
uranium. 

A geological investigation 
will be combined with the 
market information in an at- 
tempt to determine the proba- 
bility of occurrence of ore 
bodies which could be deve- 
loped on an economically sound 
basis. The control area from 
which projections will be deve- 
loped includes the Sudbury, 



Timmins and ' Elliot Lake re- 
gions. 

Once pirobable locations are 
established, a variety of cost 
factors such as labour, tran- 
sportation, extraction costs, ta- 
riff and exchange rates wiU be 
considered in terms of their 
relationship to new mines being 
opened. Specific attention will 
also be placed on the effects 
which current and future en- 
vironmental regulations may 
have on the cost of develop- 
ment. 

The project will include, for 
the most probable locations, an 
analysis of the capital require- 
ments for mining development 
strategies, including interest

rates, subsidies and mining tax 
structure. Depending on fea- 
sible mining methods and mar- 
ket conditions, the viability of 
the mining ventures will be 
studied and a logical schedule of 
the development and operation 
of each mining venture will be 
outlined. Mathematical models 
will be developed to study 
cut-off grade determination, 
attractiveness of the investment, 
and sensitivity and risk analysis. 
The requirements of the tech- 
nical staff, and skilled and 
non-skilled labour force will 
also be' outlined. 

The study will provide the 



Commission with a practical 
overview of the situation. With 
this information and that of the 
other studies to be conducted, 
the Commission should be in a 
position to recommend guide- 
lines for future development. 
The study is due to be comple- 
ted in November, 1980. 

This is the second major 
research project launched by the 
Commission in recent months. 
In November, Lakehead Uni- 
versity in Thunder Bay was 
contracted to do a companion 
study on the forest industry. 
That report is due September 1, 
1980.
